| Temperature Fall | 
| Brought Rainfall 
| To Launch Season

Thermometers have continued 
their downward swing much to 
the relief of most Upland and 
West End residents. At 78 de- 
grees yesterday. the mercury 
dipped to its lowest midday 
reading for the month of July 
so far. The last day the tem- 
perature went below 80 was on 
June 30, when it was also 78. 

Since July laynches the new 
rainy season fe? 1641-49, the 
weatherman had to ¢hiisten the 
occasion with a little precipita- 
tion, catching unprepared Up- 
landers with a five-minute show- 
er on Wednesday. However, no. 
measurable precipitation fell, so 
July maintained its . reputation 
to date as the most rainless 
month of the year. 

A total of only .56 of an inch 
of rain has fallen in Upland dur- 
ing July in the 50 years that 
rainfall has been recorded here. 
The fast measurable July rain- 
fall amounted to 07 inch in 
1936. It is still not impossible 
this July, with the continua- 
tion of heavy weather. A 10- 
minute rain fell north of Clare- 
mont yesterday. ‘ 

Final accounting for 1940-41 
rainfall, with the close of the 
season on June 30, showed 
42.40 inches for the year.

GOVERNMENT BUYS 
HONEY SURPLUSES 


154,000 Pounds of Local Honey 
Taken in Huge West- 
. ern Purchases 




















Western apiarists are beginning 
to feel relief from overloaded store- 
houses, with the government tak- 
ing over all surplus amber coilor- 
ed honey which has been in stor- 
age for the past year or two. Or- 
dinarily exported in large quan- 
tities, this dark honey has_ been 
a drug on the market for the ‘past 
three years, due to war conditions 
abroad, which have eliminated this 
| market, ; 

The government has just taken 
154,000 pounds of surplus honey 
which has been accumulating in 
William Atchley’s warehouse for 
the past two years. This will be

age here. The honey will be mov- 
ed as ordered by the government. 

The bureau of surplus commod- 
ities has just ordered the shipment 
of 60,000 pounds of this honey, to 
be packaged by Mr. Atchley in 10- 
pound tins. It is expected that 
other lots will be going to various 
government agencies soon. 

In its purchase of 7,000,000 
pounds of honey in the western 
states, the government is paying 
$1.00 more per case than has heen 
offered in the past by local job- 
bers.

FOREST SERVICE 
BOOSTS FIRE AD 


70 Extra Men Will Increase 
Fire Protection Forces— 
Season Hazardous 








The United States forestry ser- 
vice is putting on-70 extra men 
in this area during the present 
season of high fire hazard, it is 
announced by Isaac R. Bays, dis- 
trict ranger. Men are to be as- 
signed in five-man crews to give 
more mobility and effectiveness to 
fire-fighting forces, in an effort to 
solve a potentially dangerous prob- 
lem in Southern California. 

Under the tentative set-up 
planned for this section, five men 
will be stationed at each of the 
following places: Sycamore fiats, 
Day canyon, Cajon pass, while two 
men will be stationed at the mouth 
of Cucamonga canyon. It is point- 
ed out that fire dangers are ex- 
ceedingly imminent this year due 
to the unusually heavy spring 
growth and the present hot, dry 
period. As a result, extra cau- 
tion and extra protection are im- 
perative, Ranger Bays explained. 

Any young men looking for 
work will have a good chance to 
secure it with the forestry ser- 
vice in the expanded fire protec- 
tion program, Mr. Bays said. Ap- 
plications may be submitted to 
him at the Lytle creek ranger sta- 
tion in Lytle creek canyon.
